WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—()—~ 
President Roosevelt in an address to- 
night called lynching “a vile form of 
collective murder.” 

The president also indirectly rebuk- 
ed Governor James Rolph, of Califor- 
nia, who recently expressed approval 
of mob action in San Jose, Califor- 
nia, which resulted in the death of 
two men. 


“We do not excuse those in high 
places or in low who condone lynch 
law,” Mr. Roosevelt said. 

He did not, however, in his speech 
before the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America directly refer 
to the California lynching or to sim- 
ilar ineidents recently in Missouri 
and Maryland. 

Faith in New Generation. 

Mr. Roosevelt expressed faith in 
the “new generation” as a prélimi- 
nary to his strong condemnation of 
mob violence. 

“This new generation, for example.” 
he said, “is not content with preach- 
ing against that vile form of collec- 
tive murder—tlynch law—which has 
broken out in our midst anew, We 
know that it is murder—and a delib- 
erate and definite disobedience of the 
commandment, ‘Thou shalt not kill.’ 
We do not excuse those in high places 
or in low who condone lynch law. 

“But a thinking America goes 
further. It seeks a government of its 
own that will be sufficiently strong to 
protect the prison and at the same 
time crystallize a public opinion so 
clear that government of all kinds 
will be compelled to practice a more 
certain justice. 

“The judicial function of the gov- 
ernment is the protection of the indi- 
vidual and of the community through 
quick and certain justice. That func- 
tion in many places has fallen into 
a sad state of disrepair. It must he 
a part of our program to re-estab- 
lish it.” 

Sees Great Gain. 

In his first public utterance since 
returning from Warm Springs, Ga., 
where he spent a Thanksgiving vaca- 
tion, the president said the govern- 
ment was seeking the goal the churches 
look toward and that “from the bot- 
tom of my heart I believe that this 
beloved country is entering upon a 
time of great gain.” 

“That gain,” he said, “can well in- 
clude a greater material prosperity if 
we take care that it is a prosperity 
for a hundred and twenty million hu- 
man beings and not a prosperity for 
the top of pyramid alone.

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HEWES MAY RESIGN 
TREASURY POSITION 


Officials Believe Order of 
Morgenthau Will Cause 
Assistant To Quit. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 6.—(#?)— 
An order by acting Secretary Morgen- 
thau removing the internal revenue 
bureau from the authority of Assis- 
tant Secretary Thomas Hewes has 
created a breach at the ogy which 
some officials believe may le 
Hewes’ resignation. 

Only the personal intervention of 
President Roosevelt was regarded by 
treasury officials as offering an_op- 
portunity for renewed harmony. Even 
then, some believed, it was doubtful 
Hewes would remain with the treas- 
ury’s greatest bureau removed from 
his command. 

Morgenthau’s order instructed the 
internal revenue board to _ report 
henceforth to the secretary of the 
treasury. This would mean to him as 
acting secretary. 

Since this ruling, it was reported 
that Morgenthau was contemplating 
a second order which would remove 
the secret service from Hewes’ super- 
vision. 

Herbert Gaston, assistant to Mor- 
genthau, who was brought to the 
treasury from the farm credit admin- 
istration, told reporters the internal 
revenue order was issued to enable 
Morgenthau to become more “‘fa- 
miliar’ with the tax bureau. 

Hewes declined to comment when 
approached with the report he might 
resign. He refused also to discuss 
Morgenthau's order. 

Experienced officials at the trea- 
sury, however, considered it unlike- 
ly that he would remain in_ the 
treasury except upon Mr. Roosevelt’s 
personal request.

MILLS SEES GOLD PLAN 
AS INFLATION THREAT 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(4/)—Ogden 
Mills declared tonight the monetary 
policies of President Roosevelt “in- 
volve the threat of uncontrolled infla- 
tion.” 

Assailing the administration pro- 


*’sram at a dinner in his honor given 


by the Women’s National Republican 
Club, Mills said that in steps taken 
to raise the price structure “the im- 
plication is always present that when 
moderate measure fail, extreme ones 
may be attempted.” 

The former secretary of the treas- 
ury, frequently mentioned as a pos- 
sible republican presidential choice in 
1936, declared “it can fairly be said 
that the unequal rise in prices in the 
domestic market is no greater than 
would normally have been expected 
to accompany a gradual emergence 
from the extreme bottom of a major 
depression.” 

Stressing the importance of bank 
credit in our financial life, Mills said: 

“Any attempt to affect the price 
level through monetary action which 
creates distrust and uncertainty will 
be restricted and may be nullified by 
limiting the normal creation of com- 
mercial credit—the mainspring of 
which is confidence. 

“Monetary manipulation engenders 
a lack of confidence and the very 
measures intended to promote a cred- 
it expansion and a rise in prices con- 
tain at the moment of birth the seeds 
of their destruction.”

Justice Department Ask- 
ed To Take Action; 
Trade Group Also Aids. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(#)— 
NRA today widened the scope of its 
campaign for code compliance in in- 
dustry, calling for the first time upon 
both the federal trade commission and 
the depurtment of justice as active 
aids in enforcement work. 

To the department of justice it 
cited two bituminous coal mine op- 
erators from Missouri and lowa for 
prosecution, if the evidence warrants, 
on charges of wilful code violation by 
charging prices and paying wages be- 
low those required. 

While NRA summoned to public in- 
vestigation next Monday a New York 
group charged with encouraging dry 
cleaners to violate minimum prices es- 
tablished under their code, the trade 
commission announced that in San An- 
tonio, Texas, one of its agents had 
secured compliance from an ice man- 
ufacturer found to be engaged in for- 
bidden trade practices. 

From this time -on, the trade comS 
mission was said to be expected to 
play an increasingly important part 
in investigating and correcting code 
violations. 

Mode of Procedure, 

Chairman March, of the commis- 
sion told reporters that the procedure 
would be to have an investigator step 
in after local NRA _ representatives 
failed to secure adjustment. An ef-

Three blue eagles were ordered 


surrendered by restaurants in Chicago, 
Evanston, Ill., and Grand Island, 
Neb., after investigation of evidence 
charging persistent violation of wage 
and hours limits. 

Thirty-three retail dry cleaning es- 
tablishments, reported for ignoring 
minimum prices set for their territory, 
were notified to appear at next Mon- 
day’s hearing. This brought the list 
of dry cleaners summoned to a total 
of 160, but it was expected to grow 
materially since numerous trade com- 
mission agents are out in a number of 
cities working with the code authority 
to gather data on violations. 

Protests To Be Heard. 


Monday’s hearing will not be a 
tribunal session to deal out punish- 
ment. All individuals complained 
against will be given opportunity to 
protest against the prices established 
and if they can produce evidence that 
— are too high, revision may re- 

t. 


NRA officials say they believe many 
of those complained against are not 
aware that the code requires them to 
charge the established minimum and 
that once they do understand their 
obligations they will correct the sit- 
uation, <Any, however, who persist 
in charging lower prices will be turn- 
ed over, either to the federal. trade 
commission or the department of jus- 
tice for prosecution, 

The dry cleaning code, authorizing 
regulations of minimum prices as 
means to protect labor and control 
competition of the kind which in many 
centers has led to racketeering, be- 
came effective November 20. Soon 
thereafter the code authority pro- 
claimed with approval of the adminis- 
tration a list of minimum prices for 
most communities and trade areas of 
the country. They were put in force 
for a temporary trial period. 

The prices range from as low as 65 
cents to 95 cents for men’s suits and 
women’s plain dresses, depending on 
community conditions, with prices for 
other types of apparel ranging up- 
ward. 

While violations in considerable 
number have been reported from all 
over the country, the NRA pointed out 
today that the 160 complaints so far 
examined are for an industry which 
includes 175,000 retail outlets. 


RELIEF RECOMMENDED 
FOR SMALL TAXPAYER 


Deductions for Earned Ine 
comes Are Asked by House 
Subcommittee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(?)— 
A ways and means subcommittee re- 
ported today that some relief in the 
form of a deduction for earned in- 
comes should be granted to the small 
taxpayer. 

Prior to the present tax law, a de- 
duction Of 25 per cent bad been al- 
lowed on the taxes on incomes below 
$30,000, that percentage of the tax- 
able income being assumed to be earn- 
ed income. 

After pointing out that the house 
had approved a continuance of this 


practice in the last tax measure but 
that it has been stricken out by the 
Senate, the subcommittee said: 

“Your subcommittee has examined 
this question and believes some mod- 
erate form of earned income felief 
justifiable. The principle of taxing 
earned income at somewhat lower 
rates than investment income is rece 
ognized by practically all other nations 
having an income tax.”

THE WORLD'S 
WINDOW

In European 


Turkey. 


At dawn on the fourth day our 
train drew into that part of the world 
which Turkey still occupies on the 
European continent. Bare, uninhabit- 
ed hills on both sides of us. Adria- 
nople was still asleep when we roared 
through its depot. Then came the 
battlefields of Kirke Killish and Lulu 
Burges, places that figured largely in 
the Balkan Wars of 1910 and 1912, 
when the Turks came near being 
thrown out of Europe by the com- 
bined armies of Greece, Serbia, Bul- 
garia and Rumania. 


They would have ousted the Turk 
completely had it not been that the 
great powers did not want to see Con- 
stantinople fall into the hands of 
Greece or Bulgaria. So the four al- 
lies began to quarrel among them- 
selves within sight of victory and al- 
most destroyed one another in the war 
that followed. On top of that came 
the great war and when that was 


over the Turkish war of independ- 
ence, wherein the world first heard 
of Kemal Pasha. I was thinking of 
all these horrors as I looked on the 
monotonous landscape above which 
the sun was slowly rising. Blood- 
drenched fields. How many more 
times will these valleys where there 
ought to be prosperous farming com- 
munities, but where there is nothing 
but desolation, resound with the clash 
of arms and the moaning of wounded 
men ? 

The Turk has lost much of his 
power. But he is still in Europe. And 
he still holds Constantinople, that 
prize for which every commander of 
antiquity or modern times: has con- 
tested. Nor is he the same Turk. I 
mean he is no longer in a mood to 
let anything be put over him. Here 
lives a new and regenerated people, 
awakening fast and becoming alto- 
gether modern in the western sense. 
Kemal said once: “If we are forced we 
can go back to the desert whence we 
came, and become a great and strong 
people once more.” But the _ idea 
which made the Turks great conquer- 
ors in the past. the idea of winning 
the world for Allah and his prophet, 
Mohammed, that idea is lacking today. 
For Kemal is absolutely against re- 
ligion of any sort. He still tolerates 
it, to be sure, but with a show of ill 
will. This is not the Russian in- 
fluence, by the way. Kemal was anti- 
religious all his | life.

Critics of the administration’s mon- 
etary policy, especially of the gold 
buying program, are expected to watch 
intently the public response today’s 
financing offer. It has been their con- 
tention that depreciation of the dol- 
lar by foreign gold purchases would 
make it difficult for the government 
to borrow. Treasury officials today 
reiterated their opposite view and ex- 
pressed confidence the offer would be 
snapped up with the same promptness 
that has marked previous treasury fi- 
nancing. 

The gold program to all outward 
appearances remained stationary to- 
day with the quotation on RFO pur- 
chases of domestic gold standing at 
$34.01, where it has rested now for 
five consecutive days. The London 
price of gold meanwhile was $32.54, 
at an exchange quotation of $5.17 1-2 
to the pound. The dollar grew 
stronger as the day advanced, closing 
in New York at 5.12, and carrying 
the London gold figure proportionate- 
ly downward. 

During the day, the public works 
administration announced additional 
allotments involving $9,182,378 and 
the civil works administration trans- 
mitted to the White House an esti- 
mate that it will have put 4,000,000 
previously unemployed to work by De- 
cember 15. The public works an- 
nouncement reduced still nearer the 
zero point that agency’s total fund of

Refinanced Debentures. 


In addition to these developments in 
the administration’s campaign for bet- 
ter times, reports were received from 
the banking field. The farm credit 
administration announced that 12 fed- 
eral land banks had lent more than

debtedness and staving off mortgage 
foreclosure. November’s total was 
the biggest for any month yet, $58,- 
352,565. 

From the office of the comptroller 
of the currency, J. F. T. O'Connor, 
came an announcement that on De- 
cember 1, nearly 61 per cent of all 
national banks that remained closed 
after the holiday of last March had 
been “licensed, chartered, absorbed or 
placed in receivership.” The an- 
nouncement said that of the 1,446 un- 
licensed national banks last March 16, 
882 had been thus disposed of. Of 
the 564 still unlicensed, the statement 
said, 377 had had reorganization plans 
approved, and would reopen as soon 
as they had carried out their part in 
these plans, principally raising addi- 
tional capital. 

As usual with such securities, the 
certificates offered tonight by the 
treasury and the income from them 
will be exempt from all taxation, ex- 
cept estate and inheritance levies, and 
the federal reserve banks, as the fiscal 
agents of the treasury, were author- 
ize@ to receive subscriptions. ,

Government agencies swung into the 
battle to exterminate bootlegging with 
renewed interest following President 
Roosevelt’s plea last night in which 
he urged the nation to patronize only 
those dealers properly licensed by 
states and the federal government. 

The administration, it was indi- 
cated, realizes its battle with the 
bootlegger, firmly established under 
prohibition, may be prolonged. Offi- 
cials are moving slowly in this direc- 
tion until federal control machinery 
has been set up and placed in motion. 

Until that time, the alcohol bever- 
age unit, formerly the prohibition en- 
forcement agency of the treasury, will 
keep most of its 1,000 agents in the 
field. Part of the agents will be as- 
signed tp aid in the collection of fed- 
eral taxés on liquor and the remainder 
will seek to protect dry states under 
repeal ag well as to prevent whole- 
sale infractions of federal statutes. 

Under the twenty-first amendment 
the government is obligated to pro- 
tect states retaining prohibition from 
outside liquor shipments. 

One complication came today when 
the government issued federal licenses 
to liquor retailers in Utah, which still 
has constitutional prohibition. John 
S. Hurley, chief of the federal liquor 
law enforcement division, submitted 
the question to Attorney General Cum- 
mings for a ruling. 

Constitutional authorities said with 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment there was no law to prohibit the 
government from issuing the licenses. 
However, it was said, the licenses 
would be Worthless unless sales there- 
under conformed with state laws or 
unless states officials, expecting early 
repeal of state prohibition laws, ig- 
nored sale under federal licenses, 


Reports reaching the capital today 
showed the president’s plea to abolish 
the bootlegger and speakeasy met an 
immediate response in many large 
cities, especially New York, where 50 
men were arrested in speakeasy and 
cordial shop raids. 

Meantime, Representative O’Connor, 
democrat, New York, congressional 
wet leader, predicted the government's 
war on bootleggers would be weak- 
ened by ‘‘a monopoly of distillers who 
will gouge the American public out 
of millions of dollars in the next few

Sheriff M. Gary Whittle, the high- 
est ranking peace officer in the coun-

“I am not a snooper, nor a bearded 
detective nor a monkey and the next 
minute a sheriff,” Whittle said.

“For the paltry sum of $3,000, they

nate a prosecution in his office. If 
somebody swears out a warrant, how- 
ever, I will serve it just like I have 
served all other warrants. That is the 
due process of the law and my duty.” 


Expected opposition from temper- 
ance leaders failed to develop except 
for one letter and all of the debate 
was between members of council. Only 
two members spoke against the ordi- 
nance, C. C. Murphy and Harry L. 
Woodward explaining they would not 
“feel right” in voting to license a 
business prohibition by the state.

WITH 1.60 MARK 


Also Tops Rivals in Four 
Other Departments, Of- 
ficial Records Reveal.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(4)—Carl 
Hubbell, the slender southpaw from 
Oklahoma, whose hurling played such 
an important part in the New York 
Giants’ victories in the National 
league pennant race and in the World 
Series, turned up with another amaz- 
ing feat today when the official 1933 
National league pitching records were 
/made public. 

Pitching in 45 games, Hubbell es- 
tablished a record of allowing only 
1.66 earned runs per nine-inning game. 
That mark was the lowest made in the 
league. since 1916. when Grover C. 
Alexander led the league with a 1.55 
average. 

OTHER RECORDS. 

Besides leading all the other hurlers 
in this index of effectiveness, Hub- 
bell pitched the greateest number of 
innings of any hurler in the circuit, 
409, won the’ greatest number of 
games, 25; led the circuit with 10 
shutouts, and established a new league 
record for consecutive scoreless innings 
with 46 straight from July 13 to 
August 1. The former record was 
44 in a row, established by Ed Ruel- 
bach, of the Cubs, in 1908. 

Hubbell also stood third in the 

league in the averages of games won 
and lost, with 23 victories and 12 de- 
feats for a .657 mark. Leading him

AMATEUR LINES 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(?)}—A re- 
vised amateur code which draws even 
more stringent lines than the rule in 
force in the United States has been 
adopted by the Royal and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews, ruling golf 
body of Great Britain, but it appeared 
doubtful today that the American 
code would be changed to conform., 

“There seems to be only one “real 
departure from our definition of an 
amateur,” said John G. Jackson, vice 
president of the United States Golf 
Association, “and that is in the clause 
barring any but bona fide journalists 
from writing of competitions in which 
they take part. 

“We allow our amateur players to 
write, specifying only that they do 
the writing themselves.” 

The Britigh code, adopted several 
days ago and forwarded by the Royal 
and Ancient to the U. S. G. A. for 
its information, also specifically lis¢s< 
as professionals those who “teach golf 
. by allowing 
themselves to be filmed” but Jackson 
is 
broad enough to cover that point. 

The question of film work arose in 


| 1930, when Bobby Jones retired from 


amateur play to make some movie 
shorts. H. H. Ramsay, then U. S. G.

GRID CROWDS | 
SHOW BIG GAIN 
OVER LAST YEAR 


Reduced Prices Aid in 
Football Recovery; 
Mid-West Leads.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(?)—Based 
on figures gathered by the Associated 
Press from all parts of the country 
and tabulated today, college football 
attendance for 1933 increased 13 per 
cent, as compared with the previous 
season, and appears to have recovered 
approximately half the business lost 
at the turnstiles during the 1931-32 
decline. 

Reduced ticket prices generally have 
helped the gridiron recovery program 
but the extent to which popular sup- 
port has been rallied to the sport, 
crnnteeg | two somewhat disastrous 
seasons from the financial viewpoint, 
has exceeded the most optimistic ex- 
pectations of college leaders. 

This year’s increase compares with 
a decline of 15 per cent in national 
attendance in 1932 and a drop of 10 
per cent in 1931. 

PROS SHOW INCREASE, 


At the same time, reports from 
eastern clubs in the National Pro- 
fessional Football league indicate in- 
creases in attendance this year rang- 
ing as high as 50 per cent. Figures 
for the entire circuit have not been 
made public but official sources today 
revealed the attendance for games in 
New York was doubled. Nearly as 
big increases were specified for Bos- 
ton, Brooklyn and Philadelphia, where 
the advent of Sunday sport helped. 

The average attendance for 13 pro- 
fessional football games played in the 
metropolitan area was 18,000 and 
equalled the average crowd fr 29 
college games played in the same dis- 
trict. 

The cross section of college attend- 
ance, on which the national figures 
are based, comes from the detailed re- 
ports of 46 institutions. Of these 35 
show increases, ranging as high as 


100 per cent in the cases of Fordham, 


St. Mary’s and Santa Clara, while 
only 11 show decreases for the 1933 
season, 

The aggregate attendance for the 
entire 46 colleges and universities was 
7,026,408 as compared with a grand 
total of 6,109,015 for the previous 
season. This represents a gain of 
917,393 or approximately 13 per cent. 


MIDWEST GAINS. 


The middle west recorded the big- 
gest gains, with 13 colleges exceeding 
the previous year’s total attendance 
by 350,000. The increase among far 
western schools, 14 in number, to- 
talled 326,000. Eleven eastern insti- 
tutions showed an aggregate increase 
of 219,000. 

The south, on the basis of reports 
from eight schools, barely held its 
own with an increase of only 21,000. 
However, such southern universities 
as Duke, Washington and Lee and 
Kentucky, which did not furnish defi- 
nite figures, reported average percen- 
tage gains of 20 per cent. 

The biggest single attendance report 
comes from Southern California, with 
563.000 for 10 games as compared 
with 475,000 for nine games last sea- 
son. In the middle west, Notre Dame 
leads with 382,000, although this is a 
drop from 441,000 in 1932. Ohio 
State tops the Big Ten with 287,000. 
The eastern leaders are Navy and 
Army, with 350,000 and 322,700, re- 
spectively. Attendance records were 
broken by Nebraska and Kansas: in 
the Big Six and Denver in the Rocky 
Mountain Conference.

men and ladies came despite glowering weather and intermittent rain. 


Captain Hicks warmed up with 
pistol, showing the right way and the 
wrong way to shoot. He broke sta- 
tionary clay pigeon targets with con-' 
summate ease, using a mirror or 
turning the pistol upside down. He 
explained everything as he went 


along. 
DRILLS SOAP. 

He used a .22 rifle and a .30-30 
rifle and then switched to shotguns. 
Demonstrating the power of a .22 
cartridge, he asked Jack Tway to 
stand off a few paces and hold out 
a large bar of soap. It takes steady 
nerves on the part of both. And he 
drilled the soap, using different kinds 
of .22 cartridges. ne would bore 
a round hole straight through; the 
other would bore through and leave 
a gaping hole on the other side, 

He would toss a .22 shell into 
the air and, using a rifle, clip off 
the bullet end. He would toss a 
200-30 shell into the murky atmos- 
phere and, using a .30-30 rifle, sep- 
arate the bullet end from the powder. 

It was all the more amazing con-. 
sidering weather conditions. The 
day was gray. Nature seemed weary 
of it all. Clouds hung low and oc- 
casionally wept. 

Potatoes were thrown into the air 
and rendered asunder by .22 and .30- 
30. Pieces of coal were reduced to 
powder. 

SMASHES EGGS. 

Captain Hicks topped off the rifle 
exhibition by smashing eggs thrown 
high into the air; shooting a can of 
tomatoes right smack out of the 
wrapper; drawing a picture of an 
Indian chief on a square of tin with 
a .22, and clipping a hole in the end 
of an iron washer he tossed up. 

He turned to shotguns and broke 
first one, two, three, four and five 
clay targets tossed into the air. That 
is, first one, then a pair, then three, 
then four and all five, breaking them 
one by one before they reached the 
ground. 

He emptied a pistol in the flash 
of an eye. Five rapid shots, the 
sounds of exploding shells synchron- 
ized into one sound. 

Demonstrating how to tell whether 
one’s gun fitted one’s shoulder he 
would place a clay target on the flat 
side of his shot gun stock, flip it and 
break the target without aiming. 

GREAT SHOW. 

Captain Hicks missed once in a 
while on some of the stunts, such as 
clipping off the bullet end of a thrown 
cartridge. He explained it by saying 
that no shooter has ever lived that 
hits everything. How he completed 
his exhibition as marvelously as he did 
with visibility as poor as it was, will 
always remain a mystery to those in 
attendance, 

This is not the raving of a dement- 
ed mind. It is simply the portrayal 
of the almost unbelievable skill of a 
great marksman. 

Captain Hicks will return for an- 
other exhibition soon. He hopes for a 
better day next time. And if he does 
any better even when the sun is shin- 
ing, here’s one who will forget all 
about ambitions to become a marks- 
man and take up some other sport, 
such as ping pong, or the galloping 
dominoes. 

Wednesday’s exhibition was made 
possible by Beck & Gregg Hardware 
Company, who will bring Captain 
Hicks back for the next exhibition. 

Captain Hicks recommended skeet 
shooting as a sure way to improve 
one’s aim in the field.

Claimed Lives of 270 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—A)— 
Department of justice officials said 
today that 92 federal agents and 178 
civilians had been killed in the ef- 
forts to enforce national prohibition. 

Figures disclosed by the depart- 
ment said efforts to enforce the fed- 
eral liquor law cost the taxpayers 
$128.810.291 between January 16, 
1920, and October 31, 1933. 

Convictions over this period, the 
department said, totaled 534. 7 
Fines amounting to $80,537,012 
were imposed against 494, 764 sith 
sons. Records going back to 1926 
showed 198,751 jail and penitentiary 
sentences were meted out. Prop- 
erty weined — the prohibition act 
was valued $219.502,464.90.

Ethically. Speaking

One who writes much on the gamé 
of bridge finds that there are sub- 
mitted to him not only questions ine 
Moan the bidding and play of ths 
hand out matters of ethics as well, 
There is no game which has a higher 
standard of ethics than bridge. It is 
necessary for the continued popular. 
ity of bridge that this be so because 
players inclined to be unethical could 
for a short period reap a rich profit 
by unethical or sharp practice against 
ethical players. 


Typical of many of these questions 
bearing on the matter of ethics is the 
following: 

“I was declarer, playing the hand 
at six spades doubled, vulnerable. The 
opening lead (at my left) was the ace 
of diamonds. Having none in the 
closed hand, I trumped. My next lead 
(from my hand) was the king of 
spades, and as [ pulled it out, ine 
stead came the nine of diamonds 
which dropped down on the table. f 
grabbed it back quickly, after lettin 
out a gasp. I was on the point o 
commenting on it when I remembered 
that I had read somewhere that if 
you accidentally revoked and your ope 
ponents did not call your attention 
to it, not to mention it. So I kept still, 
I made six spades. Opponents said4 
‘Well done.’ They had not noticed 
my diamond revoke. As it happen 
diamonds were not led again — 
mine fell at the end. Our opponents 
were satisfied. One said: ‘Made six,’ 
when my partner burst out: ‘Down 
two ’ I told him he had no business 
to say that or give them 500. He is 
an expert player here and was very 
emphatie .and positive, and further 
went on to comment that we were 
playing a friendly game and wanted 
our contracts honestly—as if I had 
been cheating. Although we have 
thrashed it over at our bridge club, 
and other good players say he is 
wrong, he is still very positive and 
unbending in his own opinion of the 
matter. He is wrong, isn’t he?” 


This question was submitted to me 
by a lady in Honolulu and to it [ 
made the following response: 

The ethical issue you raise is cov- 
ered by Section 3 of the Supplement 
of the Laws, which reads as follows: 

“It is not wrong, except as specially 
provided in the case of dummy, to 
warn a partner against infringing any 
rule of the game, e. g., against calle 
ing, leading or playing out of turn, 
Nor is it wrong to keep silent in re- 
gard to a revoke by one’s own side 
except where it is a revoke in the 
twelfth trick.” 


Thus in the particular case which 
you cite there was no ethical obli- 
gation upon either you or your parte 
ner to call attention to the fact that 
you had revoked. It would have been 
ethically wrong for you to have ate 
tempted to conceal the revoke by fail- 
ing to play the diamond on a subse 
quent trick if diamonds were led dur- 
ing the course of the play. It would

Bridge players should aiways be 
quick to concede every right of their 
opponents. If they have violated the 
laws in any way the payment of the 
penalty should be immediate and un- 
guardians of their adversaries. No 
player should ever intentionally re- 
voke, but if he has unintentionally 
revoked then it is up to his opponentg 
to enforce the proper penalty.

WILLIAM SNELLING 
AILS SELF BY GUN 


Prominent Athenian, 
Former Naval Officer, 
Ill Since War. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 6.—A career 
which brought him into contact with 
some of the men who have made re- 
cent naval history for the United 
States was brought to an abrupt end 
here this afternoon when William 


Morton Snelling, a son of Chancellor- 
Emeritus C. M. Snelling, died. Mr. 
Snelling shot himself in the home of 
his parents, Dr. and Mrs. Snelling, 
as a result, it is believed, of years 
of impaired health, growing out of 
his experience in the World War. 

Funeral services have not been com- 
pleted, but the burial services and in- 
terment will be held in Athens. Mr. 
Snelling was a member of the First 
Presbyterian church and the Ameri- 
can Le » holding membership in the 
Rau-Loe e post in Hartford, Conn., 
where he made his home for some time 
after the war. He was 42 years of 
age. 

Surviving are his wife, an infant 
son, William M. Snelling Jr., aged 
14; a son by a former marriage; his 
parents and the following brothers 
Dr. Pinckney W. Snelling. Hartford, 
Conn.; Charles M. Snelling Jr.. Green- 
ville, S. C.; Dr. Albert M. Snelling, 
Athens; Dr. David B. Snelling, med- 
ical advisor to the civilian conserva- 
tion corps; John R. Snelling. Bibb 
Manufacturing Company, Macon; 
Robert E. Snelling, a student in the 
University of Georgia. Mr. Snelling 
was a grandson of the late Colonel 
and Mrs. W. J. Morton, of Athens. 

A graduate of the United States 
Naval Academy, Mr. Snelling saw 
service in the World War as a lieu- 
tenant. His first assignment was 
with the U. S. S. Connecticut under 
Captain, later Admiral Sims, who was 
one of the foremost naval commanders 
during the World War. His second 
assignment was with the Nevada, un- 
der Captain, later Admiral Strauss, 
whose fame is connected with the lay- 
ing of the celebrated North Sea mines 
during the war, which bottled up the 
German navy. It was on the Nevada 
that Lieutenant Snelling saw service 
during the war, and he was with that 
ship in patrolling the Irish sea. 

Lieutenant Snelling was with the 
American naval detachment sent to 
Haiti during his service to quiet a 
rebellion and was placed in command 
of a platoon of marines, when all 
available marine officers had been 
killed by the rebels. It was while in 
command of his platoon that he nar- 
rowly escaped being killed. Due to 
his conduct under fire he was com- 
plimented by Smedley D. Butler, who 
at that time had not yet become an 
international figure. 

After the war Mr. Snelling resigned 
from the navy and entered business, 
first with the J. E. Sirrene Company, 
Greenville, S. C., textile engineers, and 
later with the Pratt & Whitney Air- 
plane Company of Hartford. Recently 
Mr. Snelling has been associated with 
R. P. White, a cousin, in business 
in Athens. 

Mr. Snelling’s first wife was Miss 
Grace Dejarnette, of Norfolk, who 
died in 1926. Two years ago he mar- 
ried Miss’ Hariette Stephens, of 
Brunswick, at that time a member of 
the faculty of Georgia State Teach- 
ers’ College, now co-ordinate college of 
the University of Georgia.
